The leirtiire by the Kov. P. MeKailand 
MeLend, of ToruiiLii, in the achool-room 
of tlio l''ifst i'resbyteriaii ehufcli on I'aii 
ddlii street, was well attended.

The land reiit.il "of the I'nited 
Kingdom only averages L'^ cents per in- 
habitant pi-r day as compared with '2^ cents 
in the United St^itos; It will thus appear 
what a very small and diminishing factor 
in oconomii:s is the rental of land both in 
America and in Gveat Britain. At the 
present time, according to the I'nited 
■St.ates statistics, as we havo already st.ited 
laud represents only 2^ cents out of 40 
cents piir day of income, or one-eighteenth 
of the whole. So small a proportion is 
this that it can havo but a comparatively 
insignilicant inlliience iipiiu the coiiiiiuir- 
cial, industrial m social well-beiiiL< of the 
people of the country. Instead of land 
throttling capital and labor, the Ftinnii 
contends that caiiital frees labor from the 
tvraiiuy of land. 'I'hia is cerUiinly true uf 
the l iiited Kingdom, where, with a mar- 
vellous increase in the. national wealth of 
the couiitl-y, there lias recently been a 
decrease in the value and rentals of land; 
and this must ever lie the ca.se whi'iv capi- 
tal is over opening up new industries for 
the employnient of labor which are more 
or less independent of .vgricult iiral [jur- 
suits. C.'apit.il al-so prevents a too rapid 
increase in the valiu's .if building siti;s by 
giving rapid railway tr.uisit t" the rural 
Fiicalilies; and, on the oilier hand, it 
kee[>s down the price of farming laud 
near the cities by securing for the pro- 
ductions of the more remote agricultural 
districts eheaii and rajiid transpoitatinn 
to the cities. Mr. Atkiiisnn has also shown 
that one day's iiicnme of the eastern 
laborer will pay for the transportation 
from the west of his total annual coiisitmp- 
biou of wheat and bread. These facts prove 
that, in the close competition between 
land on the one side and labor on tho 
other, capital coiiibiiic-s with labor to the 
loss i.f values ti. the lamled pi i .priel ..r. 
There is also aimtlier interesting fact 
which becomes lunie and iimre .apjiarent 
as these st.itistics are carel'uUy studieil. If 
the land of the United Stutoa were turned 
over to tho government and its rentals 
used for equitable distribution among the 
inhabitants, it would only increase the 
income per head -.1 cents per d;iy. If an 
eipiitable distribution of the ineoinc ol 
the tmtious wore made, it would niily ^;i\c 
to each an incomo of 40 cenis per da\ . l i 
has further bei'ii ascei-taiiicd lli.it there is 
one wage .•arner t.i ihive persons, or nniro 
accurately, to L'.i) persons liviiiL; in the 
L'liited State.s. It is. thcivtoiv, cle.ir t liat 
the wage earners in the I 'nited .Stales 
who receive §1.25 per day, .-letually receive 
more than they would if there were an 
eipiitablo distribution of the total iiiconie 
of the nation, lutlie warfare, therefore, 
which the socialisis are w.i-i!.- ■■villi ••ihe 
bloated bond Imliler" .all wKm receive 
25 per day in » a:;. 's are . ai tlieside.ii the 
bond-holders; and it is in tlKir iuteiests 
that no such distributionsliould be made. It 
will thus appear tliat land is not sueliagreat 
economical factor as Henry George would 
wisli to make it appear; m.!' is it thai curse 
and menace to iimdern ci\ il i/.at i. .n which 
his Works havet,auglit many to believe that 
il actually is.

SALMON ON TlIE COLUMBIA. 

l^obable Total Pack for the Reason— Light 
Bun of FUh. 

AsTOKiA, July 7. — A visit to the dili'er- 
ent Astoria canneries .shows that this is a 
period of enforced dullness, and from re- 
ports gathered from outside canneries up 
the river the same condition of atl'airs 
exists in. amy cannery on the lower Col- 
umbia. There aro few fish, and tho can- 
nery omploy(5s are working, some of them, 
not half-time, and very little salmon is 
being put up. Well-informed cannery 
aneii estimate the pack on the river up to 
the 1st inst. from I7.">,000 to 210,000 
cases. Probably 200,000 cases wouhl be 
a fair estimate of the salmon pack on the 
river from April 1st to July 1st of this 
year. Usually there is a May run, .lune 
run and July run, but as fnr the .Vpril 
run, that is a thing of tho past, i'lio time 
was whe^i boats iu April caught some 
salmon, but that time has gone by, ap- 
parently never to return. 

This year the usual May run did not ap- 
pear, and the June run was also absent. 
For the last ten years tlie river has usually 
been full of hsh frnui thu tDurtli (jf .luly 
as long as the canneries wanted to run. in 
1883 they began coming in in great num- 
bers on Uie second and swarmed up the 
stream through the remaimler of the 
month. In ISfi4 they wiTe a little latur. 

In 1885 the salmi m were plenty afte.i 
the 8tii. In 1880 they were in pr(.>fusiiin 
from tho 10th onward. They are looked 
for daily and will probably favor tho can 
neiiea by.a run any day now, and when- 
ever the salmon come in they will he 
packed, as tho canneries are all e(|ui]iped 
with men and matiirial, and slmuld the 
occasion oti'er from 1.0,001) to l.S.(X)(j c.Hsen 
per day could be packed on the river. 

The volume of the Jiack of iH87 depends 
in a greater degree than over before on 
the July run, as the total pack tu date is 
away behind that of former years. In 
every cannery groups of disconsolate 
Chinamen are standing arn\nul viewing 
with hungry eyes tho few salnmn tussed 
on the deck from the boat that was so fur- 
tunate the night before as to catch eight 
or ten. As the Chinamen work by the 
case tlieirdtiily wtiges aresmidl when there 
is only throe or four hnuis' work for them 
in a day. 

THE LK^UUR TRAFFIC. 

The result m Edinburgh f)f tho iilel>is- ] 
cite on the liquor tradic is eminently i 
gratifying. ( )ut nf a t..i;il uf L'S.T.'iO who 
voted, 21,70^5 persons retuuied their ver- 
dict in favor of the licensing laws being 
taken out of the hands of tho magistrates 
And put in the hands of the jiooplo them- 
jselves. In almost every instance where 
«uoh a plebiscite has been taken public 
opinion has pronounced an identical 
verdict, and in tho case of Inviu-- 
ness, whore arrangements are being 
made for tho taking of a plebiscite there 
can be no doubt (jf the result. Dor nnig- 
istrates, no doubt, aro excellent men as ti 
rule, but' they are not specially elected 
with a view to administering tho licensing 
laws, and in the past they have unques- 
tionably misrepresented public npinion on 
the point. •- It is not a jiUiasant duty to 
interfere in -the' way of withdrawing li 
censes, arid magistrates have rarely kIiowu 
they poRHOB c<jurage equal to tho occasion 
We believe in most cases thoy would 
thenisolves be glad to be relcived of the 
duties, and it is high time tlu'y should l)e. 
With the full power in their (nvn bauds 
the people would make a clear sweei) of 
tiie licenses. 'and' pui^ge our towns and 
waysides of those fruifful sources of temp- 
tation.— JZoja/itVeJbunwtJ, Dinywall, Scol- 
Utnd.
